Particularly interested is she in her old friends, espe- 
cially Catherine Clyne, reporter for the Hart Times Herald, who is seen enter- 
ing the courtroom, despite the objections of the fearless Sergeant-at-Arms, 
Edward Zabawa. But what is this? it can’t be! yes, it is! a man, two men 
among this convention of devastating women! Hdward Zolty, automobile 
salesman for the “You Bust "Em, We Fix ’Em Garage,” and Sarmento Silva, 
who recently returned from South America, where he has been participating 
in a men’s soccer tournament. 


Barbara Costa, leading hair-dress2r, is showing Josephine Carnevale, 
social worker the economic “do-it-yourself” way of keeping hair curly. Gene- 
vieve Tomezyk, insurance agent for the Time Waits for No-One Insurance 
agency is busy trying her best to convince Augusta Almeida that a ten year 
endowment policy is her best bet for future security. Augusta is the singer 
featured with Americo Sousa’s “Picolo Peters’? who have just made the song, 
“Cedar Street Blues’, famous.
